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PRODUCTION  UP,   TRADE  LARGELY  OFF  IN 
THIRD  QUARTERLY  OUTLOOK  FOR  WORLD  MEAT  l_/ 
PRODUCTION  AND  TRADE  IN  1980 


Total  meat  production  in  the  major  importing  countries  (see  table  2)  is 
expected  to  increase  3  percent  to  a  record  level  in  1980.     Pork,  poultry 
and  lamb  and  mutton  production  is  predicted  to  increase  4  percent,  3  per- 
cent and  2  percent,  respectively.     Beef  and  veal  output  may  decline  about 
1  percent  from  the  1979  level. 

With  total  meat  production  up  in  the  major  importing  countries,  net 
imports  of  all  meats,  led  by  pork,  beef  and  poultry,  are  expected  to  fall. 
Global  trade  in  beef  and  veal  is  expected  to  decline  in  1980,  as  the 
substantial  drop  in  shipments  to  the  United  States,  Canada,  Brazil,  Korea, 
Israel  and  others  will  outweigh  larger  movement  to  countries  such  as  the 
USSR  and  Japan.     Beef  and  veal  imports  by  the  United  States,  the  world's 
largest  importer,  are  expected  to  drop  substantially  below  last  year's 
level.     Lower  U.S.  import  prices  for  beef  are  not  attracting  beef  from 
many  exporting  countries  especially  as  many  of  these  countries  are 
rebuilding  their  beef  cattle  herds. 

Poultry  meat  and  lamb  and  mutton  supplies  are  expected  to  be  more  plen- 
tiful on  the  world  market,  and  supported  by  demand  from  Middle  Eastern 
countries  and  the  Soviet  Union,  trade  is  increasing  accordingly.     Trade  in 
pork,  however,  is  expected  to  decline  substantially  on  the  world  market  in 
view  of  increased  supplies  in  many  countries.     This  is  best  illustrated  by  ^ 
the  major  markets,  as  they  move  this  year  from  a  net  import  position  for  .^co 
pork  to  a  net  export  position.  ^cr?

United  States 


Comparing  the  first  half  of  1980  with  the  same  period  of  1979  reveals  more 
cattle  outside  feedlots,  less  cattle  on  feed,  and  slower  movement  to 
market.     Commercial  hog  slaughter,  broiler  production  and  turkey  output 
all  increased  over  the  first  half  of  1979.     Total  meat  production  was  6  to 

7  percent  above  the  year-earlier  level  due  almost  totally  to  higher  pork 
and  poultry  production. 

U.S.  imports  of  meats  subject  to  the  Meat  Import  Law  in  1980  are  now 
expected  to  total  1.42  billion  pounds,  248  million  pounds  below  the  level 
that  would  require  restraints.     Imports  of  meat  subject  to  the  law  totaled 
about  660  million  pounds  for  the  first  6  months  of  1980  compared  with 
about  840  million  pounds  for  the  same  period  of  1979. 

Pork  trade  is  expected  to  remain  virtually  unchanged  from  1979  levels. 
Potiltry  imports  are  expected  to  remain  small,  while  exports  increase  from 
about  220,000  to  around  250,000  tons. 

For  the  1980  calendar  year,  total  cattle  slaughter  is  currently  projected 
to  decline  about  3  percent  from  the  1979  level,  with  beef  and  veal  produc- 
tion dropping  only  1  to  2  percent,  as  a  result  of  higher  average  dressed 
weights.     Hog  slaughter  and  pork  production  are  expected  to  increase  about 

8  to  10  percent.      An  expected  reduction  in  broiler  production  in  the 
second  half  of  1980  will  result  in  a  gain  of  only  2  to  3  percent  in  total 
poultry  meat  production  in  1980. 

European  Community 

EC  cattle  numbers  are  projected  to  rise  only  fractionally  during  1980. 
Cattle  slaughter  and  beef  production  should  increase  between  1  and  2 
percent.     Consumption  is  expected  to  rise  a  little  less  than  1  percent. 

EC  beef  imports  from  non-EC  sources  are  projected  to  drop  about  6  percent 
during  1980.     Of  the  major  supplying  countries,  Argentina  is  expected  to 
provide  about  12  percent  more,  while  New  Zealand,  Uruguay,  and  Australia 
should  ship  about  30,   20,  and  10  percent  less,  respectively.  U.S. 
exports  to  the  EC,  largely  of  high  quality  beef,  should  increase  as  a 
result  of  the  MTN  concession  by  the  EC  for  the  Import  of  10,000  MT  of 
high-quality  beef. 

Intra-EC  trade  is  expected  to  decline  slightly  in  1980  to  slightly  under  1 
million  tons,  with  Ireland  supplying  about  260,000  tons  and  Germany  about 
200,000  tons  of  the  total.       Italy,  the  United  Kingdom  and  France  will  be 
the  major  importers  of  EC  beef,  taking  280,000,   230,000,  and  225,000  tons, 
respectively. 

A  5  percent  rise  in  catfle  slaughter  in  Ireland  will  be  reflected  in 
increased  beef  exports  in  1980.     While  the  EC  takes  the  bulk  of  Irish  beef 
exports,  beef  sales  to  third  countries  increased  last  year  and  the  trend 
is  expected  to  accelerate  in  1980.     West  Germany  has  also  increased 
exports  to  third  countries.     A  portion  of  the  EC  trade  is  moving  to  cer- 
tain East  European  countries  where  scarce  beef  supplies  have  stimulated 
a  demand  for  imports,  particularly  cow  beef.     This  may  be  one  reason  for 
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the  very  minor  shipments  to  the  United  States  under  the  5,000-ton  terms  of 
access  negotiated  by  the  U. S.  and  the  EC  during  the  recently  concluded 
Multilateral  Trade  Negotiations. 

Hog  prices  in  several  EC  countries  have  declined  sharply  since  the 
beginning  of  March.     Also,   Italy  has  stopped  imports  of  Dutch  pork,  which 
has  resulted  in  a  partial  shift  of  Dutch  and  Belgian  pork  exports  to  the 
West  German  market.     To  help  alleviate  the  price  situation,  the  EC  decided 
to  grant  subsidies  on  private  storage  of  pork  during  May  5-30.     While  this 
action  is  expected  to  temporarily  withdraw  20,000  to  30,000  tons  from  the 
market,  it  is  not  expected  to  have  a  significant  effect  on  prices. 

With  pork  imports  from  non-EC  members  falling  and  exports  to  third 
countries  increasing  especially  from  France  and  Denmark,  the  EC  has 
strengthened  its  net  export  position. 

EC  production  of  chicken  meat  is  expected  to  increase  2.8  percent  in  1980 
to  3,015,000  tons,  while  turkey  meat  production  is  expected  to  rise  6.5 
percent  to  611,000  tons. 

Canada 

A  January  1,   1980,  survey  indicated  the  start  of  an  upturn  in  Canada's 
cattle  inventory.     While  growth  was  small — less  than  1  percent  over  the 
year  earlier  level — it  marked  the  first  time  herd  numbers  had  risen  since 
liqudation  began  in  late  1976.     With  the  cattle  industry  rebuilding,  beef 
and  veal  production  is  expected  to  decline  a  further  3  percent  in  1980. 
Beef  consumption  will  likely  drop  8  percent  because  of  large  pork 
supplies.     The  weak  beef  market  in  Canada  has  resulted  in  sharply 
increased  Canadian  beef  and  veal  exports  to  the  United  States  and  a  drop 
in  imports.     The  estimate  for  Canadian  beef  exports  to  the  United  States 
has  now  been  raised  to  100  million  pounds  from  the  90  million  pounds  pre- 
viously expected. 

Hog  production  for  1980  is  expected  to  attain  a  total  output  of  approxima- 
tely 850,000  tons,  about  13  percent  above  the  1979  level  of  750,000  tons. 
A  factor  bolstering  hog  production  in  1980  is  the  expected  increase  in 
breeding  herd  slaughter,  which  raises  the  number  slaughtered  and  should 
increase  average  carcass  weights  slightly.     The  hog  inventory,  which  indi- 
cated an  annual  rate  of  increase  on  April  1,   1980,  of  11  percent,  should 
subside  to  a  more  modest  increase  of  3-5  percent  by  yearend. 

In  1979,  Canada  increased  its  net  export  position  in  pork,  a  product  in 
which  it  had  been  a  net  importer  only  2  years  previously.     Total  pork 
exports  January  1-June  14,   1980,  were  about  52,700  tons,  up  40  percent 
from  those  of  the  same  period  a  year  ago.     Shipments  to  Japan  at  13,830 
tons  were  off  slightly,  but  exports  to  the  United  States  soared  to  31,600 
tons,  compared  with  19,620  tons  a  year  earlier.

Japan 


With  domestic  beef  production  forecast  to  grow  less  than  1  percent  above 
the  1979  level  to  405,000  tons,  beef  imports  are  expected  to  rise  in  1980, 
but  not  repeat  the  20  percent  jump  of  1979.     The  magnitude  of  the  rise 
will  depend  on  economic  conditions,  on  competition  from  current  abundant 
pork  supplies,  and  on  the  degree  to  which  beef  stocks  are  drawn  down. 
Part  of  the  anticipated  increase  should  be  in  high-quality  beef,  of  which 
the  United  States  is  virtually  the  only  supplier.     The  share  of  beef 
supplied  by  Australia  and  the  United  States  was  75  and  17  percent, 
respectively,  in  1979  and  should  remain  near  these  figures  in  1980. 

After  increasing  25  percent  in  1979  to  almost  190,000  tons,  Japanese  pork 
imports  in  1980  are  forecast  to  decline  to  around  140,000  tons.     Pork  pro- 
duction continues  to  suffer  from  the  effect  of  high  production  and  imports 
in  late  1979  that  forced  stocks  up  and  prices  down.     To  combat  this,  the 
Government  provided  monetary  incentives  for  holding  stocks,  and  persuaded 
farm  organizations  to  call  for  a  reduction  in  breeding  herds.  Also, 
domestic  pork  producers  convinced  meat  processors  and  importers  to  store 
imported  pork  and  delay  making  new  import  contracts  until  about  May. 
Assuming  consumption  growths  similar  to  that  of  previous  years,  imports 
should  strengthen  in  the  second  half  of  1980.     Production  gains  are 
expected  to  slow  through  the  year  and  stocks  fall. 

The  large  supplies  of  pork  are  exerting  pressure  on  mutton  imports  as 
well,  for  these  two  meats  compete  in  the  "processed  ham"  industry.  With 
abundant  and  low  priced  pork,  mutton  imports  will  continue  the  downward 
trend  of  recent  years.     Poultry  consumption  has  also  undoubtly  been 
affected  somewhat  by  the  heavier  pork  supplies,  however,   1980  poultry  meat 
production  and  imports  are  still  expected  to  increase  about  4  and  20 
percent,  respectively. 

USSR 

Overall  meat  production  (on  a  liveweight  basis)  from  Soviet  collective  and 
state  farms  for  January-May  1980  was  5.95  million  tons,  only  2  percent 
above  that  of  the  same  period  in  1979.     The  liveweight  meat  production 
figures  for  the  first  5  months  show:    A  1  percent  increase  for  beef,  a  13 
percent  increase  for  poultry,  but  a  2  percent  decline  in  pork  production. 

During  the  first  2  months  of  1980  overall  meat  production  was  13  percent 
ahead  of  the  1979  level.     The  Soviets  then  apparently  decided  to  increase 
livestock  and  poultry  inventories  despite  their  tight  feed  situation,  at 
the  cost  of  lighter  animal  slaughter  weights  and  lower  meat  production. 
The  average  liveweight  at  slaughter  for  both  cattle  and  hogs  for 
January-May  1980  was  down  5  percent  from  that  of  the  previous  year.  In 
addition,  monthly  meat  production  from  collective  and  state  farms  during 
March,  April  and  May  1980  was  below  the  corresponding  output  for  1978  and 
1979. 
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Inventories  of  cattle,  hogs,  poultry,  sheep  and  goats  on  collective  and 
state  farms  were  higher  on  June  1  than  on  January  1,  1980.  However, 
inventory  increases  were  normal  during  the  January-May  period,  and  the 
average  rates  of  increase  in  1980  for  these  categories  were  lower  than  in 
any  of  the  previous  3  years. 

Meat  production  figures  in  the  coming  month  will  largely  depend  on  Soviet 
1980  grain  and  forage  crops.     It  is  presently  estimated  that  total  meat 
production  (slaughter  weight,  including  fats  and  offal)  for  1980  will  be 
15.4  million  tons,  slightly  below  1978  and  1979  levels. 

Soviet  meat  imports  during  1980  may  be  about  35  percent  above  those  of 

1979.  Record  imports  of  both  pork  and  poultry  are  forecast.  Eastern 
Europe  and  the  EC  are  again  expected  to  be  the  leading  suppliers,  followed 
by  Argentina  and  Australia. 

Eastern  Europe 

Meat  production  in  the  seven  East  European  countries — which  was  10. 9 
million  tons  (carcass  weight)  in  1979 — is  expected  to  increase  slightly  in 

1980.  Output  of  beef  and  veal  is  forecast  to  rise  about  3  percent.  Pork 
production  should  increase  only  about   1  percent,  partly  because  of  antici- 
pated production  decreases  in  Hungary  and  Yugoslavia.     Poultry  production, 
led  by  the  large  increases  expected  in  Poland  and  Yugoslavia,  is  predicted 
to  rise  about  4  percent  for  1980.     Most  East  European  countries  will 
export  significantly  larger  quantities  of  meat  than  they  import  during 
1980. 

Brazil 


Cattle  numbers  should  rise  3  million  head  in  1980  to  96  million,  as 
producers,  encouraged  by  improved  prices,  continue  herd  rebuilding  and 
expansion.     Total  slaughter  is  projected  at  10.6  million  head,  slightly 
below  the  1979  level  of  10.65  million.     Total  beef  production,  however,  is 
expected  to  gain  nearly  5  percent,  with  average  slaughter  weights  above 
200  kilograms.     Exports  of  processed  (corned)  beef  are  forecast  at 
135,000  tons,  about  the  same  as  in  1979.     Beef  imports  are  expected  to  be 
35,000  tons  in  1980,  down  drastically  from  last  year's  105,000  tons 
because  of  restrictive  import  policies  and  high  prices  in  traditional 
supplying  countries  such  as  Argentina  and  Uruguay. 

Pork  production  in  1980  is  expected  to  continue  its  strong  response  to 
rising  demand  as  consumers  substitute  pork  and  other  meats  for  beef. 
Plentiful  and  lower-priced  feedstuffs  are  also  promoting  production.  Pork 
production  is  forecast  to  increase  around  11  percent  in  1980,  reaching  1 
million  tons.     The  Government  may  lift  the  ban  on  exports  of  pork  in  1980, 
which  was  imposed  due  to  an  African  swine  fever  outbreak  in  1978;  however, 
exports  are  not  likely  to  begin  moving  until  1981. 

Poultry  production  is  estimated  to  reach  1.28  million  tons  in  1980,  about 
17  million  above  that  of  1979  and  double  the  1976  level.     This  gain  has 
supplyed  more  to  both  domestic  and  export  markets.     Exports  this  year  are 
forecast  to  reach  120,000  tons,  almost  50  percent  above  those  in  1979. 
Brazil's  exports  continue  to  move  largely  to  the  Middle  East, with  export 
assistance. 
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Australia 


Beef  production  is  forecast  to  drop  about  10  percent  in  1980  below  the 
1979  level,  the  fourth  consecutive  year  of  decline.     Contrary  to  earlier 
expectations  of  a  strong  slump  in  both  domestic  consumption  and  exports 
because  of  lower  import  prices  in  the  United  States,  exports  will  drop 
more  sharply  than  earlier  predicted  and  domestic  consumption  fall  only  a  5 
percent . 

Australia  forecasts  1980  beef  exports  to  the  United  States  down  15  percent 
from  the  1979  level;  through  June  27,  1980,  they  are  running  almost  25 
percent  behind  last  year's  pace.     Exports  to  Japan  will  likely  be  up  10 
percent  from  those  of  1979  to  110,000  tons.     The  United  States  and  Japan 
are  expected  to  account  for  about  75  percent  of  Australia's  beef  exports 
compared  with  70  percent  in  1979.       Only  small  (3,000  tons)  beef  exports 
should  go  to  the  USSR  in  1980,  compared  with  17,350  tons  in  1979.  Mutton 
exports  to  the  USSR  are  reported  heavier  than  last  year's. 

Mutton  and  lamb  production  is  rising  in  1980  with  the  increase  moving  into 
exports.     Some  of  this  higher  production, especially  of  mutton,  may  be  a 
result  of  the  recent  drought,  which  appears  to  have  affected  sheep-grazing 
areas  more  than  cattle. 

Rains  have  occurred  in  many  "drought"  or  very  dry  areas  in  recent  weeks, 
but  in  the  southern  part  of  the  country  this  may  only  provide  water  for 
the  animals  as  it  is  now  too  cold  for  pasture  growth.     However,  with  hay 
both  scarce  and  expensive,  slaughter  could  rise.     Pork  and  poultry 
production,  while  relatively  minor,  has  been  growing  and  compensating 
somewhat  for  the  lesser  supplies  of  beef  and  mutton. 

New  Zealand 

Excellent  pasture  conditions  and  lower  prices  for  beef  have  resulted  in 
large  numbers  of  sheep  and  cattle  being  held  back  from  slaughter.  Beef 
production  is  expected  to  be  down  about  5  percent  from  the  1979  level. 
Larger  sheep  numbers  and  heavier  slaughter  weights  continue  to  support  a 
predicted  7  to  10  percent  increase  in  mutton  and  lamb  production,  although 
producers'  intentions  on  retaining  ewe  lambs  to  build  up  flocks  remain 
uncertain. 

New  Zealand's  beef  exports  to  the  United  States  through  the  end  of  June 
were  running  about  20  percent  behind  the  1979  level.     Beef  exports  for  the 
year  and  exports  to  the  United  States  are  each  expected  to  decline  about 
10  percent.     The  outlook  for  lamb  sales  a:broad  appears  favorable,  almost 
10  percent  higher,  but  somewhat  vulnerable  to  political  developments 
affecting  exports  to  Iran. 

Central  America  and  Hispaniola 

Cattle  inventory  and  slaughter,  and  beef  production  are  expected  to 
increase  about  2  percent  in  the  region  during  1980.     Overall  consumption, 
though,  will  probably  rise  about  6  percent  with  a  corresponding  decrease 
in  exports,  partially  as  a  result  of  lower  U.S.   prices  than  earlier 
expected.     The  export  potential  for  the  region  was  also  reduced  somewhat 
in  the  region  when  three  of  Guatemala's  five  export  plants  and  both  of  El 
Salvador's  were  delisted  because  of  pesticide  residue  problems.     It  is  not 
certain  when  any  of  these  plants  will  resume  exports  to  the  United  States. 
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Cattle  inventories  in  1980  are  forecast  to  rise  in  all  countries  except  El 
Salvador,  where  a  reduction  is  presumed  to  be  the  result  of  greater 
slaughter  and  unauthorized  shipments  to  neighboring  countries.  Slaughter 
in  Honduras  should  drop  slightly  to  reflect  the  projected  drop  in 
exports.     Unauthorized  movement  of  cattle  to  Honduras  from  Nicaragua 
reportedly  has  diminished  substantially  from  the  high  levels  of  1979.  In 
Panama,  beef  production  is  expected  to  be  up  modestly  and  the  Government 
has  relaxed  the  limitatiou  on  beef  exports  for  1980  by  raising  the  level 
to  2.5  million  pounds.       First-balf  shipments  leave  about  1  million  pounds 
for  the  second  half  of  the  year. 

Production  is  expected  to  decline  in  Nicaragua  where  the  availability  of 
animals  for  slaughter  has  dropped  sharply.     Lack  of  pasture  and  accom- 
panying weight  loss  coupled  with  lower  prices,  are  reportedly  causing  pro- 
ducers to  hold  their  animals  longer  than  normal.     Also,  the  heavy 
slaughter  in  1979  and  early  1980  may  not  have  left  many  cattle  of 
slaughter  weight  available  for  the  second  half  of  1980.     Beef  production 
in  Costa  Rica  may  also  decline  as    a  result  of  dryness  in  primary  cattle- 
producing  regions.  The  1980  rainy  season  has  been  rather  sporadic,  as 
opposed  to  the  very  good  1979  season. 

The  Dominican  Republic  continued  to  ban  beef  exports  through  much  of  1980. 
Also,  because  of  an  African  Swine  Fever  outbreak,  it  continues  to  enforce 
an  export  ban  on  live  swine  and  all  pork  products  together  with  a  program 
to  slaughter  all  hogs.     The  lower  number  of  swine  available  has 
strengthened  domestic  demand  for  beef. 

Mexico 

Problems  of  the  past  year  in  supplying  sufficient  quantities  of  beef  to 
the  domestic  market  appear  to  be  abating,  and  along  with  them  the  protests 
against  meat  and  cattle  exports.     Certain  northern  regions  of  Mexico  have 
been  experiencing  drought.     This  has  effected  cattle  slaughter  and 
resulted  in  lighter-weight  cattle  coming  to  market.     Government  efforts  to 
rise  deliveries  of  cattle  to  the  Mexico  City  market  succeeded,  at  least 
temporarily,  and  no  shortages  have  been  reported  in  the  last  2  months. 
Earlier  protests  and  relatively  unattractive  U.S.  feeder  cattle  prices 
have  dampened  expectations  for  feeder  cattle  exports.     As  of  the  beginning 
of  May,  461,000  head  of  cattle  had  been  exported  under  the  annual 
(September  -  August)  export  quota  of  532,070  head. 

Total  red  meat  consumption  in  Mexico  in  1980  is  estimated  at  about 
1,582,000  tons,  3  percent  above  the  1979  level.     Beef  remains  the  pre- 
ferred meat  in  Mexico,  but  increases  in  consumption  will  again  be  slowed 
by  the  reduced  rate  of  growth  in  production.     Partially  because  of 
regional  scarcities  of  feedstuffs,  there  has  been  some  distress  slaughter 
of  hogs.     As  a  result  pork  production  has  expanded  more  rapidly  than 
demand  and  pork  prices  to  the  producer  are  below  even  normally  low  levels. 
Beef  exports  to  the  United  States,  halted  in  1979,  have  still  not  been 
resumed,  and  there  is  some  doubt  that  resumption  is  likely  this  year. 

Argentina 

Cattle  slaughter  numbers  for  1980  are  expected  to  total  14  million  head, 
10  percent  below  the  1979  level,  as  cattlemen  begin  to  rebuild  their 
herds.     However,  this  rebuilding  effort  may  be  adversely  influenced  by  a 
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recent  flood  in  an  area  that  contains  over  15  percent  of  the  national  herd 
with  both  cattle  and  pastures  affected.     Total  beef  production  in  1980  is 
forecast  at  2.87  million  metric  tons,  off  less  than  slaughter,  as  slightly 
heavier  animals  are  expected  to  be  marketed  during  the  year. 

Exports  are  now  forecast  to  decrease  to  475,000  tons,  sizably  below 
earlier  projections,  but  32  percent  below  1979 's  export  level.     The  desti- 
nation for  these  exports  will  show  drastic  changes  from  that  of  1979. 
Exports  to  most  countries  should  drop  while  those  to  the  USSR  are  expected 
to  almost  double  to  60,000  tons.     As  a  result  of  weaker  overall  export 
demand,  beef  prices  are  expected  to  level  off  or  decline  slightly  in  1980, 
causing  a  very  modest  rise  in  consumption.     Argentina  currently  has  the 
highest  per  capita  beef  consumption  in  the  world.     The  reduced  forecast 
for  exports  is  a  result  of  the  tight  financial  situation  of  meat  packing 
plants,  the  Government's  unfavorable  exchange  rate  policy,  increased  com- 
petition from  the  EC,  and  worldwide  inflation  that  has  reduced  purchasing 
power  in  many  of  Argentina's  markets. 

Uruguay 

Consumer  demand  and  exports  of  beef  during  the  early  months  of  1980  have 
lagged  behind  1979  levels  as  a  result  of  relatively  high  beef  prices.  The 
slaughter  forecast  of  1.5  million  head  for  1980  remains  unchanged,  with 
retention  of  cattle  expected  to  slow  through  the  remainder  of  the  year. 
Pastures  are  presently  at  or  near  their  carrying  capacity,  so  that  farmers 
are  expected  to  increase  cattle  marketings  in  the  coming  months.     The  beef 
production  forecast  for  1980  remains  at  306,000  tons. 

Beef  exports  are  forecast  at  94,000  tons,  slightly  above  the  1979  level, 
but  below  earlier  estimates  largely  as  a  result  of  increased  competition 
from  other  exporting  countries  and  lower  demand  from  importers  because  of 
higher  Uruguayan  prices.     Brazil  should  continue  as  Uruguay's  largest 
single  customer  for  beef  in  1980,  but  at  a  level  lower  than  each  country 
expected  earlier.
